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CONVENTION/CIVIC CE 


On April 25th, Orange County voters 
will be asked to approve an ordi- 
nance establishing a Tourist De- 
velopment Tax which would ulti- 
mately lead to the construction of the 
Orange County Convention/Civic 
Center. This facility will be designed 
to house conventions of up to 25,000 
delegates as welbas to accommodate 
community, cultural, and entertain- 
ment events. By law, only funds gen- 
erated by the 2% surcharge on tourist 
lodging will be used to finance this 
center. 


The construction of an adequate 
civic center will insure that Orlando 
will remain competitive with other 
cities for the profitable convention 
business. In addition, it will help to 
level out the tourism activity in Cen- 
tral Florida, providing more jobs on a 
year-round rather than a seasonal 
basis. 


At the time voters approve the 
Tourist Development Tax, they will 
be asked to make their preference for 
the Orange County Convention/ 
Center site. Four sites for the center 
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have been proposed with the land 
being donated by the landowners. 


The first site is located at Interstate 
4 near the Beeline Expressway Inter- 
change and was offered by Florida 
Land Company. A second site, of- 
fered by Orlando Central Park, is lo- 
cated north of the Beeline Express- 
way and I-4 Interchange. The third 
site in Florida Center is offered by 
Major Realty. The City of Orlando 
has also offered land at Exhibition 
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Park in downtown Orlando for the 
fourth site. 


The issues voters should take into 
consideration when indicating their 
site preference include the suitability 
of each site from the standpoint of 
many complex features such as the 
location of hotels and motels which 
will support the facility, access, 
drainage, and proximity to major 
roads as well as convenience to resi- 
dents who will attend events there. 


Whatever your individual site pre- 
ference is, plan on voting in favor of 
the Tourist Development Tax on April 
25th.
